Thig s our job, and here are o fow
of our plans:

“First we have established this central
ofMice in Philadelphin, In addition to this
we have divided Pennsylvanin into
gones. In each of these zonea will be o
contral oMee, which in turn will be in touch
with employmant offices in every county.

“Take a very simple Hlustration A
farmer In Junlatn County needs farm labor,
He notifes the county farm agent, who noti-
fies the county employment office.

“If possible, the county oflice gets the
farmer what he wants.  If the matier is too
Intricate for them to tuckle, they refer it to
the zone office, The ohject of each mone in
ta handle the supply of labor and the de-
mind for it

“The Department of Labor in Harrishurg
Is in touch with every gone and the work
It in doing. So are wo, Wa supt lement il
co-oridinate with the Departiment of Lnbor in
Harrleburg, 1t Is the only way to under-
stand the Iabor situntion,

“Todny we are sending out letters asking
all businesa men employing maore thati 100
men to appoint & works correspondent from
thely factories, furnaces or mills,

“Phey, oo, will be in constant touch with
the county employment offices, the zones
and the central offlee.  They will serve the
business man, Later we will write to men
employing less than 400 persons.
